SiK,— 

The  results  of  the  Census  of  Prince  Edward 
Island,  tikcn  in  the  month  of  April  of  tlie 
prc.-cnt  year,  are  now,  after  a  carolul  coinpila 
tiou  and  final  revision  of  all  the  statistical  re- 
turns, respectfully  suhiuitted  for  the  information 
of  Her  M  ijesty's  Government. 

The  series  of  prep  ired  tables  herewith  trans- 
mitted, contain  an  abstract  and  clussitication  ofibjoks,  papers  and  material.s  at  loast  three  dif-

On  the  1 8th  of  ^Nlay  last,  I  had  the  honor  of 
addressing  to  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor in  Council,  a  brief  preliminary  report,  or 
a  rough  grand  total  of  the  population  and  of  the 
religious  denonun;itions,  as  these  appeared  on 
the  Axce  of  the  returns,  and  before  the  figures 
were  finally  checked  and  tested — which  total 
approximated  very  closely  to  that  now  cx- 
liibited. 

The  defective  state  of  several  of  the  returns 
necessitated  a  longer  delay  than  I  had  anticipat
